‘New Delhi, the 30 th March 1974 

G.S.R. 161(E). —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 
16 of the Central Reserve Police Force Act. 1949 (66 of 1949), and in supersession 
of the notification of the Government nt India in the Ministry of Home Affairs 
No. F. 19/86/ 59-P. II, dated the 13th December. 1960, the Central Government 
hereby Invests, with effect from the 1st day of April, 1974, for the purpose of 
inquiring Into or trying offences specified in sub-section (2) of the said section 16, 
and In teepee* of all matters incidental to such inquin’ nr trial of such offences, 
every officer holding, for the time being, the rank of — 

(a) a Commandant in the Force, with the poweis of a — 

(1) Metropolitan Magistrate, in relation to a Metropolitan area: 

(ii) Judicial Magistrate of the first class, in relation to any area outside 

a Metropolitan area, 

with respect to matters specified in the First Schedule to this order; 

(iii) Chief Judicial Magistrate or Chief Metropolitan Magistrates os the 
case may be with respect to matters specified in the Second Sche- 
dule to this order; 
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(b) an Assistant Commandant in the Force, with the powers of a Judicial 

Magistrate of the second class with respect to matters specified in the-* 
Third Schedule to this order; 

(c) Commandant or Assistant Commandant, with the' powers of an Executive 

Magistrate with respect to matters specified in the Fourth Schedule to 
this order.
